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Crossing set 
for Olympics 
nightmare as 
drivers hunt 
‘easy option’

KENT’S most notorious congestion 
hotspot could become gridlock hell dur¬ 
ing the 2012 Olympics as drivers are 
forced away from London’s Blackwall 
Tunnel and to the Dartford Crossing. 

Fresh fears were sparked by the re¬ 
lease of traffic plans by Transport for 
London (TfL) showing that an ap¬ 
proach lane to the Blackwall Tunnel, 
both northbound and southbound, will 
be reserved for VIPs, athletes and media 
representatives, called ‘Games lanes’. 

It will mean severe congestion be¬ 
tween 6am and midnight, in the run-up 
to and during the Games, which run 
from July 27 to August 12, raising con¬ 
cerns the Dartford Crossing will become 
an alternative option and subsequently 
attract thousands more vehicles than 
previously expected. 


TfL plans show that for traffic travel¬ 
ling northbound to the Blackwall Tun¬ 
nel from the Sun in the Sands rounda¬ 
bout, lanes will be reduced down to two, 
while Games officials will travel on the 
outside third lane. 

But on the final approach - when the 
road reduces to two lanes - ‘Games lane’ 
traffic will have to merge in with public 
traffic, potentially causing a bottleneck 
ahead of the already often-congested 
entrance to the tunnel. 

A similar system will be used on 
the northern approach to the tunnel 
for southbound traffic, but when the 
‘Games lane’ stops, public traffic want¬ 
ing to travel left towards the A13 will 
have to merge with Games vehicles. If 
Games vehicles want to travel through 
the Blackwall Tunnel they will have to 
merge across. 

The predicted gridlock could force

Grain airport could be the end for Heathrow

THE architect behind the £20 billion 
airport scheme for the Isle of Grain says 
if it gets the go-ahead it would spell the 
end for Heathrow. 

But Lord Foster’s latest comments 
are likely to enrage those in Kent most 
affected by the proposals, after saying a 
key benefit would be that planes com¬ 
ing into the proposed new site would 
not be flying over highly populated 
parts of London. 

Instead, it is likely flight paths would 
take aircraft over parts of north Kent. 

He also further enraged conserva¬ 
tionists by saying loss of wildlife habitat 
could be combated by building a new 
nature reserve off the coast of Essex. 

Lord Foster revealed the details at a 
lecture at the University of Oxford. 

His designs include a £20bn four-run- 
way airport with annual capacity for 
150 million passengers, a £20bn high¬ 
speed orbital rail line around London, 
and a new £6bn Thames barrier cross¬ 
ing which would combine tunnels with 
technology to generate electricity. 

And his vision would eventually see 
Heathrow closed as an airport to create a

new community to the west of London. 

Lord Foster argued Heathrow was 
fast becoming redundant, and was one 
of the few airports in the world where 
planes flew over a city on their final 
approach, citing the example of a BA 
flight from Beijing that crashed in 2008 
because its fuel pipes had frozen, just as 
it was about to land at Heathrow. 

He said: “If you compare the number 
of people exposed to risk and noise at 
Heathrow, an accident is a statistic just 
waiting to happen.” 


His figures showed the number of 
people exposed to risk and loud noise at 
Heathrow was more than 700,000, 
compared to airports like Madrid and 
Amsterdam where it was six times less. 

Lord Foster said Heathrow had no po¬ 
tential for expansion meaning it would 
lose out to growing markets in the de¬ 
veloping world because it could not ac¬ 
commodate direct flights, adding: 
“What we can do with this is leapfrog 
problems because we would be building 
on a site that is not constrained.” 

Closing Heathrow, he claimed, would 
mean the potential to create a new Sili¬ 
con Valley to the west of London. Hea¬ 
throw would be the beneficiary as a new 
community combining commercial and 
economics zones, entertainment parks 
and a new “green lung for London”. 

The architect claimed the Heathrow 
site, valued at around £12bn, would 
pay for more than half of the cost of the 
new airport. He also rebutted reasons 
for rejecting the Isle of Grain as the loca¬ 
tion for new airlines. 

On the issue of birdlife Lord Foster 
said a new nature reserve would be cre¬ 
ated off the east coast of Essex to make 
up for the loss of habitat. 

Of the 12 listed buildings on the Isle of 


Grain he said half could be part of a new 
urban area around the airport and the 
other half - currently on the site of the 
new runways - could be relocated. 

He was also dismissive of the dangers 
surrounding bird strikes and the unex¬ 
ploded bombs on the sunken SS Mont¬ 
gomery nearby. 

But his estuary airport ideas have 
been criticised by Kent Wildlife Trust. 

Chief executive John Bennett said: 
“The Government is saying that it can’t 
allow environmental and social consid¬ 
erations to fetter the re-growth of a 
strong economy. We believe the well-be¬ 
ing of the people and natural communi¬ 
ties is the responsibility of the Govern¬ 
ment now as much as it ever has been.” 

Medway Council remins opposed to 
the plans for the Isle of Grain, in addi¬ 
tion to the much discussed Boris Island 
project - a scheme promoted by Mayor 
of London Boris Johnson which would 
see reclaimed land in the Thames Estu¬ 
ary used to create a new airport hub. 

However, a former mayor of Medway 
has become one of the few voices in the 
county to welcome the plans. 

Dai Liyanage, who served in 1999, 
said the economic benefits should not 
be dismissed out of hand.

motorists to use the already- 
congested Dartford Crossing, 
which is expected to handle 
some 300,000 vehicles a day 
during the Games - a figure 
which could rise as more and 
more frustrated drivers opt to 
use the Kent crossing rather 
than the London route. 

Activist James Willis, who 
launched the Honk if you Give 
a Hoot campaign to see tolls 
scrapped at Dartford, said he 
was concerned about impact. 

“This would be a good op¬ 
portunity to trial the removal 
of the barriers and tolls and it 
would be in the Government’s 
favour to do this during the 
Games,” he said. 


“I’m looking to launch a pe¬ 
tition and I’m talking to people 
in Essex to push this forward. 

“The planned tolls hike that 
was postponed was common 
sense by the Government, but 
more needs to be done.” 

Tory MP for Dartford, Gareth 
Johnson, said the only way to 
get over the problem of conges¬ 
tion was to remove the tolls. 

“I don’t mean just during the 
Olympics, this is not something 
that should happen temporar¬ 
ily,” he said. “The tolls need to 
be scrapped completely. 

“I welcomed the Govern¬ 
ment’s decision to suspend 
any increase until after the 
Olympics, but the way to re¬ 
duce congestion is to get rid of 
tolls - people stopping to hand 


over money is the problem.” 

London Mayor Boris John¬ 
son has put pressure on the 
Government to suspend tolls 
during the Games. 

He stressed that the Dartford 
Crossing would be an “obvi¬ 
ous” alternative route for driv¬ 
ers who would usually use the 
Blackwall Tunnel to travel in 
and out of London, and sug¬ 
gested charges be temporarily 
scrapped. 

He said: “During the Ol¬ 
ympic Games we are going to 
need to consider alternative 
ways of working or travelling 
and heading for the Dartford 
Crossing will become a major 
consideration for drivers in the 
east of the city. 

“That is why I have asked 


the Government to give seri¬ 
ous thought to suspending the 
charge to use the crossing dur¬ 
ing the Olympics. 

“It would be a considerate 
act that would be greatly ap¬ 
preciated during the Games.” 

A planned hike in charges 
from £1.50 to £2 last month 
and a further increase to £2.50 
due next April have been post¬ 
poned by the Government until 
after the Games. 

But the London Mayor said it 
would be “even better” if they 
were suspended altogether 
during the Olympics. 

London’s transport com¬ 
missioner, Peter Hendy, said 
the Olympic Route Network, 
which involves the Games 
lanes, was vital to ensuring all 


athletes, officials, media and 
others working at the Games 
got to their events on time. 

A Highways Agency spokes¬ 
man said it was working closely 
with delivery partners to make 
sure traffic was kept moving 
during the Games. 

“We are aware the Dartford 
Crossing could be a pinch- 
point and are considering what 
the likely extra demand on the 
crossing during the Games will 
be and what appropriate action 
we can take. 

“Already though, we know 
the Olympic Delivery Author¬ 
ity is planning extensive park- 
and-ride facilities for the Games 
near Ebbsfleet and Lakeside, 
which should help reduce pres¬ 
sure on Dartford. ”

2012 Games torch bearers named 


THE first would-be Olympic torch bearers have 
been told they will have the chance to carry the 
famous flame. 

The London Organising Committee of the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games (LOCOG) made 
conditional offers on Thursday to "inspiring" 
people across Kent and the South East to carry 
the Olympic flame for 300m next summer dur¬ 
ing the 70-day Olympic Torch Relay. 

One of the first to be offered a place was Matt 
Short, 21, from Tonbridge. 

At 16 he was diagnosed with the rare bone 
cancer Ewing's sarcoma, and while being 
treated he decided to set up the charity Ewing's 
Sarcoma Research Trust. He has since recov¬ 
ered and spends his time running the charity 
and has also set up a football coaching scheme 
for children in Tonbridge. 

Matt said: "I can’t believe I have been offered 
the chance to carry the Olympic flame. It will be 
a once in a lifetime opportunity and something 
so special. I hope my story will show people 
what can be achieved if you set your mind to it." 

Those offered a place now have to accept the 
date they have been given to take part. 

Kent will play a major part in the build-up to 
the Games with the flame travelling through 37 
towns and villages, stopping overnight in Dover 
and Maidstone on July 18 and 19, just a week 
before the start of the Games. 

The flame will also be taken on a paralympic 
cycle around the circuit at Brands Hatch, near 
West Kingsdown.

Other areas on the route include Tunbridge 
Wells, Thanet, Folkestone, Deal, Sandwich, 
Canterbury, Faversham, Chatham, Gillingham, 
Rochester, Gravesend, and Sevenoaks. 

LOCOG chairman Lord Coe said: "Thank you 
to everyone in the South East who took the time 
to nominate a friend, colleague or family mem¬ 
ber. We are one step closer to giving hundreds 
of people across the South East their moment 
to shine during the Olympic Torch Relay. 

"The sum of the individual stories of our torch 
bearers will show the world the Olympic spirit is 
alive and well right across the South East." 

More than 60,000 nominations were received 
across the UK and an average of 115 people a 
day will carry the flame 8,000 miles around the 
UK before it arrives at the Olympic Stadium on 
July 27 for the lighting of the cauldron at the 
Opening Ceremony.

THE chaos seen on Kent’s rail 
network during severe cold 
snaps could soon be a thing 
of the past after the Govern¬ 
ment announced a £16 million 
package to deal with the prob¬ 
lematic third rail. 

Funding will go towards 
heating the line, which sup¬ 
plies electric power from the 
track onto the train, instead of 
through overhead cables as in 
other parts of the country. 

The cash boost was prompt¬ 
ed by problems seen during 
severe weather, when the third 
rail freezes, stopping the power 
getting through and causing 
trains to grind to a halt. 

In the past three winters, 
major disruption has swept the 
rail network, with passengers 
left stranded and workers un¬ 
able to get to their desks, cost¬ 
ing the Kent economy tens of 
thousands of pounds each day. 

Nationally, travel disruption 
cost individuals and businesses 
£280maday. 

As part of a £38m pro¬ 
gramme to prepare the rail net¬ 
work for bad weather, the Gov¬ 
ernment has invested £16m 
in sorting out problems with 
Kent’s third rail. 


And commuters thinking 
they will have to wait until next 
winter to see the benefits have 
been told they can breathe a 
sigh of relief as the equipment 
has already been installed at 
85 per cent of locations and is 
expected to be rolled out com¬ 
pletely by January, 2012. 

Network Rail is also expand¬ 
ing its fleet of snow clearance 
and ice treatment trains. 

Transport minister Justine 
Greening visited Tonbridge 
to make the announcement, 
recognising the county as one 
of the hardest hit by travel dis¬ 
ruption in recent winters. 

“Severe cold weather will 
always cause some disrup¬ 
tion, but the Government has 
worked with our industry part¬ 
ners to minimise the impact on 
passengers and businesses in 
future,” she said. 

“Both airports and the rail¬ 
way are much better prepared 
than in the past and our cur¬ 
rent salt stock in Britain is over 
2.7 million tonnes. 

“I am announcing £16m of 
investment in our rail infra¬ 
structure to help keep trains 
moving in snow and ice. 

“But I’m also asking the in¬ 
dustry to raise its game and 
communicate better with pas¬ 
sengers in severe weather.” 


Last winter, Southeastern 
came under fire for failing to 
communicate sufficiently with 
passengers, leaving them on 
platforms with no information 
or updates on timetables. 

MP for Rochester and Strood 
Mark Reckless experienced 
problems first hand.

KCC chief leaves £197k 
job just weeks after 
denials by County Hall

THE group managing director of Kent County 
Council Katherine Kerswell is leaving her post at 
County Hall. 

Just weeks after the authority vehemently 
denied the £197,000-a-year chief was leaving, 
staff received emails on Thursday night from 
council leader Paul Carter and Ms Kerswell con¬ 
firming her departure. 

She paid tribute to staff and said she believed 
KCC was capable of dealing with challenges 
faced by the public sector. 

Cllr Carter said elected members would discuss 
proposals to remove the post of managing direc¬ 
tor at a meeting this Thursday. 

In a statement, KCC confirmed Ms Kerswell 
would leave at the end of December to pursue 
new interests. 

It said: “Katherine Kerswell has done an ex¬ 
ceptional job at Kent reshaping our approach to 
service delivery and recasting our overall man¬ 
agement arrangements. 

“She is a first-rate public servant with tremen¬ 
dous skills at making large organisations work 
well. 

“Her management direction has helped pro¬ 
duce significant savings to the council and con¬ 
firmed Kent’s position as a leading authority. 

“In just 18 months we have shifted from an 
approach that was highly departmental to one 
based on the whole organisation working to¬ 
gether for the people of Kent. 

“We now expect our cabinet and chief offic¬ 
ers to work more collaboratively together. This 


way of working has already resulted in improved 
services to Kent’s residents and lower costs to 
Kent’s taxpayers. 

“Now that these arrangements have begun to 
bed in, Katherine has discussed with the leader, 
Paul Carter, the next phase for Kent and for her. 

“She is very keen to continue working at 
the leading edge of organisational and service 
change through investigating new models of 
service delivery. 

“Katherine will therefore be leaving the coun¬ 
cil by the end of the calendar year to pursue these 
new interests. 

“KCC now has the chance to review its man¬ 
agement and governance arrangements and 
these will be considered at the county council 
meeting on December 15. 

“The decision will also enable Katherine to 
have the chance of taking a further bold step in 
her distinguished managerial career.” 

Ms Kerswell joined the council in July, 2010, 
as group managing director following the depar¬ 
ture of chief executive Peter Gilroy. 

Last month, rumours she was leaving were 
strongly denied by KCC, despite a senior council 
source telling this newspaper she had not been 
seen at her desk for more than a week, and hint¬ 
ing that a compensation package was being dis¬ 
cussed by senior officials. 

A statement from KCC at the time said she “is 
and remains the managing director” and dis¬ 
missed rumours as “completely untrue”. It said: 
“We would like to make it clear that Katherine 
Kerswell is and remains the managing director 
of KCC. It is completely untrue to suggest that 
she has been dismissed or put on garden leave.”

‘No new evidence’ so hammer 
killer Stone denied case review 


HAMMER killer Michael Stone 
has lost a bid for a judicial 
review of his case. 

Stone, who murdered Lyn, 
45, and Megan Russell, wanted 
permission to challenge the 
ruling last year, but the Crimi¬ 
nal Cases Review Commission 
decided there was no new 
evidence to justify sending his 
case to the Court of Appeal. 

Stone was found guilty of 
the 1996 attacks in Chillenden 
in 1998, and was convicted a 
second time three years later 
at a retrial. 

Lawyers for Stone wanted 
permission to seek court or¬ 
ders forcing the CCRC to think 
again, but on Thursday the bid 
was refused by Lord Justice 
Hooper and Mr Justice Singh. 

The drug addict was also 
found guilty of the attempted 
murder of Megan’s sister 
Josie, who is now 24. 

Stone, from Gillingham, 
attacked Mrs Russell and her

daughters with a hammer as 
they walked in a country Lane 
after a swimming gala. Megan 
was six and Josie was nine. 

He is serving three Life 
sentences and has been told 
he will spend at Least 25 years 
in jail. 

Josie was seriously hurt in 
the attack, and her Long battle 


for recovery captured the 
public's imagination. 

Josie and her father Dr 
Shaun Russell returned to the 
Nantlle valley in Gwynedd, 
where the family had Lived 
before moving to Kent. 

Earlier this year Kent Police 
refused to re-open the Russell 
murder case despite "compel¬ 
ling" evidence that Stone was 
not the man responsible. 

The move came after 
Stone’s solicitor Paul Bacon 
said there was "compelling evi¬ 
dence" that killer Levi Bellfield 
-jailed for Life for the 2002 
murder of Milly Dowler - was 
actually the man responsible. 

Stone family members and 
other supporters also claim 
the prisoner who the killer 
confessed to while on remand 
had admitted to being an "ac¬ 
complished Liar", and that he 
only knew the specific details 
of the crime reported in that 
morning's newspapers.

Disabled facing 
400 per cent rise 
in cost of blue 
parking badges 

BLUE Badge disabled parking in Kent is about to 
change - and get more expensive. 

In an attempt to bring in better controls and 
stop the badges being abused, the Department 
for Transport has told councils to make changes 
to the way they are issued. 

The badges will only be given out following a 
council assessment, which will no longer require 
a GP report. However, the charge for issuing a 
badge will rise from £2 to £10 from January 1. 

The Government says it wants to make the 
Blue Badge system self-funding, although the 
current price changes will still not cover costs. 

At present people are charged £2 to make an 
application whether they are successful or not. 
The new £10 charge will only apply to those 
whose application is successful. 

The system to allow disabled drivers to park 
in normally restricted areas was introduced in 
1970. A Blue Badge lasts for up to three years 
before holders have to re-apply. 

People who do not qualify for a full badge can 
have an assessment to see if they qualify for a 
discretionary badge if they have trouble walking 
long distances. 

Kent County Council cabinet member for 
adult social care and public health, Cllr Graham 
Gibbens, said: "The cost of providing a Blue 
Badge has risen significantly in the last 40 years, 
while the charge has stayed the same. The DoT 
is also determined to modernise the system. 

"This is only fair, as it would be quite wrong 
for those who do not need a Blue Badge to be 
taking advantage of the scheme; particularly at 
the expense of those who are less mobile and 
more vulnerable without them." 

Michael Claughton is chairman of Ashford 
Access, which campaigns on disabled mobility 
issues. He said: "We are still absorbing the impli¬ 
cations. I would like to know from our members 
who are disabled audit officers if they have 
any major concerns. The price is an issue and I 
would also like to know the GPs' view. 

"I have had no direct consultation from KCC 
in regards to this. As Access is one of the major 
consultants on all matters to do with issues sur¬ 
rounding Blue Badges it would have been nice to 
been informed. I think it would have been useful 
for them to have feedback from our members."

Paedophile pair convicted over sex with animal

A 45-YEAR-OLD woman has been 
jailed for 16 months for having sex with 
a dog. 

Tracy Woolridge, also known as Tracy 
Scamp, was found guilty of two counts of 
sex with an animal and having sex with 
a girl aged under 13. 

She was sentenced at Canterbury 
Crown Court and given a sexual offenc¬ 
es prevention order limiting her access 
to children and dogs. 

Woolridge, of Downs Road in Canter¬ 
bury, pleaded guilty to all three offences. 

Gary Underhill, of Duck Lane, Can¬ 
terbury, also admitted offences relating 
to child sex assault, indecent images 
and bestiality and was sentenced to four 
years in prison by the court. 

The 3 5-year-old was put on an extend¬ 
ed licence for a further four years and 
given a sexual offences prevention order, 


controlling his access to the internet, chil¬ 
dren and dogs for an indefinite period. 

The couple were arrested following 
an investigation by Kent Police earlier 
this year. Officers searched a property at 
Duck Lane on June 22, and seized com¬ 
puter and camera equipment belonging 
to Underhill. 

His computers were examined by offic¬ 
ers at Kent Police’s Digital Forensics Unit 
and were found to have indecent images 
and movies of children ranging between 
levels one and five, in addition to four im¬ 
ages of extreme pornography. 

These images included children and 
animals. 

Analysis of Underhill’s computers 
and an investigation by the Public Pro¬ 
tection Crime Unit at Kent Police led of¬ 
ficers to execute a further warrant at 
The Close, Downs Road, Canterbury. 

Woolridge was arrested at this ad¬ 
dress and was identified as a person fea¬ 
turing in child abuse and bestiality im¬ 


ages from Underhill’s computers. 

Both suspects pleaded guilty to all of¬ 
fences against them on September 23. 

The judge Adele Williams, said Un¬ 
derhill had carried out “depravity of a 
high degree”. 

“You delude no-one but yourself, you 
plainly have a perverted and depraved 
sexual interest in children,” she said. 

Det Insp Matthew Long from Kent Po¬ 
lice’s Public Protection Unit said: “There 
is absolutely no excuse for downloading, 
viewing and taking indecent images of 
children. 

“Underhill indulged in his crimes for 
his own gratification. He positively en¬ 
couraged sexual acts between an adult 
and a child, and also acts of bestiality. 

“Woolridge has taken part in extreme 
acts of bestiality and the sexual abuse of 
a child. I am pleased that we have been 
able to prevent any further abuse being 
inflicted, viewed or downloaded by 
these two people.”

Cameron’s £180m ‘catalyst’ 
to boost former Pfizer site

PRIME Minister David Cam¬ 
eron has unveiled a multi¬ 
million pound package of sup¬ 
port to boost life science firms 
in the wake of Pfizer’s shock de¬ 
parture from Kent. 

Ten months after the drugs 
giant announced it would be 
leaving the site in Sandwich, 
the Government has revealed a 
£180 million fund to support 
new medical breakthroughs. 

Universities and small and 
medium-sized firms will be able 
to bid for funding to push for¬ 
ward with bright scientific ideas. 

The Government said the 
money would help bridge the 
gap between an idea in a labo¬ 
ratory and the point when a 
drug can be invested in by the 
market. 

Science minister David Wil¬ 
letts, who visited Kent when 
George Osborne announced 
Enterprise Zone status for the 
former Pfizer site - now called 
the Sandwich Discovery Park 
- said the move would encour-

age investment in life sciences. 

After Pfizer’s shock an¬ 
nouncement it would be clos¬ 
ing its research and develop¬ 
ment facility, concerns were 
raised over the future of the 
UK’s pharmaceutical industry. 

But the latest support pack¬ 
age has boosted confidence and 
it is hoped firms will take ad¬ 
vantage of both the benefits of 
the Enterprise Zone and the 
new £180m funding. 

Mr Willetts stressed the im¬ 
portance of the new Discovery 


Park, which has 650 Pfizer 
staff still working there, despite 
fears they would be among 
2,400 made redundant. 

“Our life sciences industry is 
a vital driver of growth and 
employs tens of thousands of 
people,” he said. 

“But it is rapidly changing. 
We need to keep ahead of the 
game and make the UK one of 
the best places for companies to 
invest in innovation. 

“To do this we need to create 
the right environment for sci¬ 
entists and business to work 
together and translate research 
into new, cutting-edge tech¬ 
nologies and medicines.” 

The funding was described 
by David Cameron as a “cata¬ 
lyst” to support the next “bril¬ 
liant medical breakthroughs”. 

He said: “We can be proud of 
our past - but we cannot be 
complacent about our future. 
We’ve got to change radically 
- the way we innovate, the 
way we collaborate, the way 
we open up the NHS.”

Ambulance crews move 
to new high tech depots

A major transformation of how 
ambulance services are organ¬ 
ised in the county has begun. 

The South East Coast Am¬ 
bulance Trust (SECAmb) has 
introduced what it describes as 
‘Make Ready Depots’ in Ash¬ 
ford and Paddock Wood. 

Staff from other stations have 
been gradually moving over to 
the state-of-the-art facilities 
during the last two weeks. 

Under the Make Ready system 
vehicles will be serviced and 
stocked at the new centres. 

mbulance crews will spend 
the rest of their shifts situated 
at strategically located ‘am¬ 
bulance community response 
posts’ around the county. 

Some of these will be at exist¬ 
ing ambulance stations, while 
others will be in new locations. 

SECAmb’s programme 
director of estates, Geoff 
Catling said: “These new 
centres will ensure our clini¬ 
cal staff are spending more 
time doing the job they are

trained to do - treat patients. 

“These are fantastic facilities 
providing the very best proce¬ 
dures for cleaning, restocking 
and maintaining vehicles. 

“Staff and contractors have 
worked extremely hard to 
make them a reality and they 
should be immensely proud of 
what has been achieved. ” 

At the centres the vehicles 
will be regularly deep-cleaned 
and swabbed for the presence 
of micro-organisms including 
MRSA and C Diff. Each vehicle 


is fully stocked to a standard¬ 
ised specification with equip¬ 
ment checked and serviced 
regularly. To reduce the risk 
of vehicle breakdowns, on-site 
mechanics will be on hand to 
undertake routine checks and 
maintenance. 

The new centres are the first 
of 12 which the Trust wants 
to open across the South East 
over the next five years. 

The Ashford depot also in¬ 
cludes a HART team trained to 
deal specifically with incidents 
involving dangerous chemicals. 

Following the opening of 
the new centres, the Trust has 
started the formal process for 
marketing and selling the old 
ambulance stations which are 
no longer needed. 

Part of the formal process for 
starting the sales involves the 
Trust declaring a station is sur¬ 
plus to requirements. 

However, the declaration 
will also make clear where the 
Trust intends to maintain a 
presence on a site for the use 
as an ambulance community 
response post.

‘Sheer stupidity’ of borehole 
approval amid fracking fears

FEARS have been raised over 
the possible use of ‘fracking’ in 
east Kent after county council¬ 
lors approved plans to drill an 
exploratory borehole to test for 
shale gas. 

While planning applicant 
Coastal Oil and Gas Ltd insists it 
will be a simple test of coal and 
shale, activists have warned it 
could be the first step towards 
the use of the controversial 
fracking extraction method, 
which is believed to have caused 
two minor earthquakes in 
Blackpool earlier this year. 

The technique is a process of 
drilling for natural shale gas in¬ 
volving blasting water and rock¬ 
dissolving fluids underground 
at high pressure to break apart 
rocks and release gas. 

Protestors claim it causes 
contamination of water sup¬ 
plies, flammable tap water, 
greenhouse gas emissions, and 
can lead to earthquakes. 

This week Kent County Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee ap¬ 


proved an application allowing 
the Welsh firm to use land by the 
A2 5 7 and A2 5 6, north of Wood- 
nesborough, to drill an explora¬ 
tory borehole to test for gas. 

Chair of Kent Green Party 
Stuart Jeffery called the deci¬ 
sion “sheer stupidity”. 

“It is very likely the explora¬ 
tion will lead to shale gas extrac¬ 
tion through fracking which will 
inflict serious and irrevocable 
damage on the environment, 
particularly ground water sup¬ 
plies, while ensuring the coun¬ 
try’s duty to reduce its carbon 
emissions is missed,” he said. 

Fracking is already banned 
in South Africa and France, 
but has proved popular in parts 
of America. 

A recent report by energy 
firm Cuadrilla found it “highly 
probable” shale gas drilling 
had triggered earth tremors in 
Blackpool earlier this year. 

Protect Kent, the county’s 
branch of Campaign to Protect 
Rural England, said while it 
recognised the need for greater 
energy security and accepted 
that unconventional fossil fuel 


sources may need to be exploit¬ 
ed until sustainable energy 
generation is developed, there 
should be a ban on fracking 
until measures to control risks 
are put in place. 

Campaigns manager An¬ 
drew Ogden said: “These risks 
are not minor. In addition to 
the unquantifiable effect of the 
tremors on overlying proper¬ 
ties, there is the danger that 
groundwater could become 
polluted with the hydraulic flu¬ 
ids used. In east Kent this 
groundwater is contained in 
the chalk strata overlaying the 
shale measures, and provides 
most of our drinking water.” 

Protect Kent said the way 
forward was for the Govern¬ 
ment to draw up a code of prac¬ 
tice for shale gas exploration 
and exploitation that would 
provide a level of control 
against the risks. 

KCC said Coastal Oil and Gas 
Ltd would have to submit a 
new application if it wanted to 
carry out fracking.

Real setting gave ‘lift’ to film 
of secret week with Monroe

KENT may seem a far cry from the glamour of 
Hollywood, but for silver screen icon Marilyn 
Monroe it featured in one of her many escapades 
during the golden era of movies. 

And now her short and relatively unknown 
visit to the county in the summer of 1956 has 
been revealed in the new Simon Curtis film, My 
Week with Marilyn. 

The film, starring Brokeback Mountain actress 
Michelle Williams as Monroe, brings to life the 
memoir of film-maker Colin Clark, who spent a 
week alone in England with the blonde bombshell. 

Monroe, one of Hollywood’s most celebrated 
stars, stepped foot on British soil for the first time 
in 1956, on honeymoon with her husband, 
playwright Arthur Miller, to shoot The 
Prince and the Showgirl alongside Sir 
Laurence Olivier. 

At the same time, a young Colin 
Clark, brother of Tory MP Alan Clark 
and son of author and art historian 
Lord Kenneth Clark who lived in Salt- 
wood Castle in Hythe, started work as 
a lowly production hand on set. 

Forty years later he recounted his 
experiences on set in a memoir enti¬ 
tled The Prince, the Showgirl and Me. 

But one week in his account was 
missing. 


Years later, in follow-up memoir My Week With 
Marilyn, he revealed the week he spent alone with 
Monroe, taking her to the countryside, including a 
trip to his parents’ home of Saltwood Castle. 

The stunning building is still the home of by 
Jane Clark, widow of flamboyant Tory MP Alan 
Clark, and she agreed to let producers recreate 
the setting of Monroe’s visit for the film, which 
stars Kenneth Branagh and Dame Judi Dench. 

Award-winning production designer Donal 
Woods said using the real setting gave the film a 
“lift”. He said: “I looked at this beautiful castle 
and thought ‘I can’t believe he lived here’. Film¬ 
ing at the real location gave the scenes a lift. 

“It placed Colin in the world he was really in at 
that time and allows the audience to see the actual 
place where Monroe visited. It also showed that 
aside from the beautiful castle he grew up in, he 
had a father and mother who loved him, some¬ 
thing Monroe didn’t have.” 

Adrian Hodges, who wrote the screenplay, 
said Monroe’s clashes with Olivier, anxiety 
about her marriage and insecurities about 
her talent made her vulnerable. She yearned 
to escape her troubles and when she 
learned Clark came from a well-con¬ 
nected background, she realised he 
' could provide her access to places 
beyond her reach. “She wanted a 
friend,” he said. “It was an innocent 
week and at the same time charged 
with emotion and intimacy.”

Top tips that could save your 
life and will save you money

WITH temperatures dropping, 
it’s time to put into practice 
some simple tips which could 
mean the difference between 
life and death. 

As part of the Archant KOS 
Media-backed Surviving Winter 
appeal, Kent Community Foun¬ 
dation (KCF), which is running 
the campaign, has teamed up 
with Swale Heating to produce 
top tips on keeping warm while 
saving the pennies. 

It comes as figures show 
the growing problem of fuel 
poverty - when a household 
spends more than 10 per cent 
of its income on gas or electric¬ 
ity bills - where some 39,000 
pensioners are suffering across 
Kent and Medway. 

The main drive of the Surviv¬ 
ing Winter appeal is to invite 
well-off households to donate 
some or all of their £200 win¬ 
ter fuel payment to poorer eld¬ 
erly or vulnerable people.

every household with a person 
aged 60 or over. 

KCF chief executive Carol 
Lynch said: “The winter fuel 
payment has been cut from last 
year and fuel prices have gone 
up. Fuel prices are unlikely to 
decrease in the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture so we urge older people 
to make sure they know what 
financial help is available, as 
well as making energy efficien¬ 
cy improvements in the home. 

“So far the appeal has brought 
in donations of nearly £3,500. 

“As the cold weather kicks in, 
we are expecting many groups 
to apply for funding on behalf of 
vulnerable older people, and so 
would encourage anyone who 
really does not need some or all 
of their winter fuel payment to 
‘recycle’ it to help others.” 

Swale Heating’s sales director 
Mathew Edwards said: “It is ter¬ 
rible to think people’s lives are 
at risk because they are worried 
about heating their homes.” 

Top tips for reducing bills 


and staying healthy include: 

• Insulate walls, close curtains 
at night, shut doors in rooms you 
are in, fix draughty windows. 

• Keep radiators clear of fur¬ 
niture so heat can circulate. 

• Use a hot water bottle or 
electric blanket at night, but 
never both together. 

• Set your heating timer so it 
comes on half an hour before 
you wake up and half an hour 
before you get in at night. Lag 
the hot water tank. 

• Lag the loft and switch off 
lights. Replace old light bulbs 
with an energy saving bulb. 

• If your boiler is over 15 
years old consider switching to 
a new energy-efficient one. 

• Turning your thermostat 
down by 1°C could cut heating 
bills by up to 10 per cent. 

• Don’t leave appliances on 
standby and don’t to leave appli¬ 
ances on charge unnecessarily. 

• Most detergents clean 
clothes at 30C, saving money 
on water heating and energy.

Garden of England’s 
chance to blossom 
in Olympic spotlight

THE Cabinet minister in charge of 
the Olympics has said the Games 
are the perfect opportunity for Kent 
to show off its “extraordinary natu¬ 
ral landscape” to the world. 

Secretary of State for Culture Me¬ 
dia and Sport, Jeremy Hunt, visited 
Kent to take part in a tourism sum¬ 
mit linked to the Olympic Games 
and promote school sport. 

His visit began at Canterbury Ca¬ 
thedral where he addressed business 
leaders on the opportunities available 
in the run up to 2012 and beyond. 

He said: “Kent companies have 
already won significant contracts 
related to the Games, but this is the 
opportunity for tourism to be in the 
spotlight. It’s not just the Games 
themselves, it is other events such as 
the torch relay which will be passing 
through many Kent towns such as 
Margate, Canterbury and Dover 
and the cultural the Olympiad. 

“It’s about using this moment to 
tell the world about the extraordi¬ 
nary natural landscape we have and 
the tourist attractions, and turn¬ 
ing that interest in Kent to people 
actually coming to visit the county 
themselves.” 

Around 600 companies in the 
South East have won contracts 
linked to the Olympic Games, such 
as Palmstead Nurseries in Wye, 
which has supplied many of the 
plants used in the Olympic Park. 

It is estimated the contracts from 
the region’s companies have been 
worth around £1 billion to the 
economy. 


The minister announced there 
would be a major tourism market¬ 
ing campaign beginning next year. 
Part of the promotion drive is a 
20.12 per cent discount scheme that 
tourism businesses can sign up to. 

Visit Kent chairwoman Amanda 
Cottrell said: “We have warmly 
welcomed the Government’s recog¬ 
nition of the importance of tourism 
as a job creator and a key sector to 
drive economic growth. The county 
has demonstrated for the last 10 
years the success of public/private 
partnerships in creating and sus¬ 
taining the conditions in which our 
tourism can flourish. ” 

Mr Hunt’s visit also included a 
trip to Medway Park in Gillingham 
alongside Lord Coe who is chair¬ 
man of the London 2012 Organis¬ 
ing Committee. 

They hosted a summit on the 
School Games competition, and 
around 1,300 schools have signed 
up to the scheme in the South East. 

The county hosts the Paralympic 
cycling at Brands Hatch and nine 
pre-Olympic training venues will be 
used by foreign teams, including 
Pegasus Gymnastics in Maidstone 
and Tonbridge Judo Club. 

Lord Coe said: “The Schools 
Games is a fantastic opportunity for 
young people to be inspired by sport 
ahead of the 2012 Olympic and Par¬ 
alympic Games. It is great to see so 
many schools already signed up.” 

Mr Hunt also presented Graves¬ 
end Cricket Club with a cheque for 
£43,000 to develop their facilities. 
The money came from Sport Eng¬ 
land which is improving sport fa¬ 
cilities to coincide with the Games.

Three military defeats 
that changed history

TALES of Britain’s greatest 
military victories have been 
repeated through the centu¬ 
ries, from Wellington’s defeat 
of Napoleon at Waterloo to the 
Battle of Britain. 

But while the country can 
boast a list of successes, it can 
also hold its hands up to some 
of the most significant military 
defeats. 

In a new book, Britain’s 20 
Worst Military Disasters: From 
the Roman Conquest to the 
Fall of Singapore, by historian 
John Withington, Kent is high¬ 
lighted as the setting of three 
major downfalls. 

One of those featured is the 
first Battle of Medway in AD43 
when an invading 40,000- 
strong Roman army fought 
with twice as many Ancient 
Britons after the Romans at¬ 
tempted to cross the river, be¬ 
lieved to be close to where the 
M2 bridge now crosses the 
Medway. 

Mr Withington said: “The 
Britons were taken by surprise 
when a group of enemy auxil¬ 
iaries managed to swim across 
the water and started attacking 
their horses. 

“Taking advantage of the 
confusion, a force of legion¬ 
naires, led by the future em¬ 
peror Vespasian, also managed 
to get across. 

“The Britons still resisted 
doggedly, and, very unusu¬ 


ally for a battle of that era, 
the fighting went on into a 
second day. 

“For a time the outcome was 
in some doubt, as the Britons 
managed to capture a number 
of Roman officers, but in the 
end, the invaders prevailed, 
and the foundations were laid 
for four centuries of Roman 
rule in Britain.” 

The Ancient Britons also suf¬ 
fered at the hands of the Sax¬ 
ons and in 455 were defeated 
at a place called Agaeles threp 
- believed to be Aylesford near 
Maidstone. 

“The Saxons, under Hengest 
andHorsa, defeated the Britons. 
Horsa was killed, but Hengest, 
took over ‘the kingdom’,” said 
Mr Withington. 

“Two years later, the Britons 
were defeated again in one of 
the most decisive battles of the 
struggle - this time at Crecgan- 
ford, which some historians 
think was Crayford.” 

Hengest and his son Aesc 
“slew 4,000”, and the Britons 
“forsook Kent and fled to Lon¬ 
don in great terror”. 

In the county’s third great 
military disaster, Mr Withing¬ 
ton said there was no dispute 
over where it happened. 

“In 1667, peace negotia¬ 
tions were underway to end 
the Anglo-Dutch War, but 
while King Charles II was 
running down our defences 
and laying up warships, the 
Dutch were planning a major 
coup,” he said. 


“Early in June, the Dutch 
Admiral De Ruyter detached 
part of his force and sent it up 
the Medway. 

“First they captured 
Sheerness, then they broke 
through sunken ships and a 
chain across the river that 
was supposed to delay their 
progress.” 

Mr Withington said the de¬ 
fenders did not have enough 
gunners and they could not 
prevent the enemy getting to 
Gillingham Reach, where some 
of the Royal Navy’s greatest 
ships lay at anchor, manned by 
skeleton crews. 

Three warships were set 
alight and two others captured, 
including the 8 2-gun Royal 
Charles - the pride of the Navy, 
the ship that had brought 
Charles II back from exile. 

“It was, considered the dia¬ 
rist John Evelyn, ‘a dishonour 
never to be wiped off, and 
perhaps Britain’s greatest ever 
naval humiliation,” said Mr 
Withington. 

“More of Britain’s worst mili¬ 
tary disasters happened in Kent 
than in any other county,” he 
added. 

“No other county suffered 
more than one.” 

Britain’s 20 Worst Military

Helping to ease fuel poverty 


Thousands of Kent residents could be better off thanks to a government 
energy-saving scheme. KCC’s David Brazier explains how you could save 


WE ARE all faced with rising 
fuel bills, indeed the most recent 
figures from the Department 
for Energy and Climate Change 
show energy prices shot up 11 
per cent in the year to October. 

This comes as households 
across the county bear up to 
the economic squeeze on living 
conditions that doesn’t look 
like lifting any time soon. 

Given these trying times 
Kent County Council is pro¬ 
moting a government-backed 
scheme run by the Energy Sav¬ 
ings Trust - a charity offering 
free, impartial and independ¬ 
ent advice - that makes it easier 
for people to keep warm and 
save money at the same time. 

Under this scheme, important 
energy-saving measures, such 
as cavity wall and loft insulation, 
can be professionally installed in 
a few hours at heavily discount¬ 
ed rates, or even free under cer¬ 
tain circumstances. 

Insulating an average house 


can lead to savings of £2 50 a year 

- but this can rise to as much 
as £450 a year in some cases. 

These measures work and 
many across the county are al¬ 
ready benefiting. In the last 
three years, 2 7,500 Kent house¬ 
holds have received cavity wall 
insulation and 29,500 Kent 
households have received loft 
insulation as a result of this 
scheme. This equates to about 
eight per cent of homes in Kent. 

Contrast this with the latest 
figures from the Department 
for Energy and Climate Change, 
which show that 11 per cent of 
Kent households are thought 
to be living in ‘fuel poverty’ - 
that is they spend more than a 
tenth of their income on energy 

- and you can see there are 
plenty more who would benefit 
from the grants on offer. 

Everyone is entitled to a dis¬ 
count whatever their income. 
Some will benefit more than 
others - in particular elderly 


and disabled residents and 
those on income related bene¬ 
fits, who may get some help, 
possibly even new boilers, for 
no charge at all. 

To tap into this visit the Ener¬ 
gy Savings Trust’s easy-to-use 
Grants and Discounts Database, 
which provides information 
about a range of energy savings 
deals. By entering a few details 
about your home and where 
you live, residents can find out 
what they may be eligible for. 

This drive to increase energy 
efficiency and reduce fuel bills 
is a key element of Kent’s envi¬ 
ronment strategy, ‘Growing 
the Garden of England: A strat¬ 
egy for environment and econ¬ 
omy in Kent’, which blends the 
county’s economic needs with 
those of the countryside, land¬ 
scape and heritage. 

Developers these days design 
in tremendous levels of energy 
efficiency on new builds. But it 
is important to look at the im¬

provements we can make to 
older homes because 80 per 
cent of the housing we will oc¬ 
cupy within the next 80 years 
already exists. 

Much of the work generated 
by the scheme will be carried 
out by local businesses - bring¬ 
ing an additional benefit to local 
suppliers and small business. 

The funding will end in au¬ 
tumn next year, resulting in an 
increase in prices for measures, 
so you need to act now. The En¬ 
ergy Savings Trust can also pro¬ 
vide a free home energy check.

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Answer lies 
with Manston 

FOR the life of me I can’t see 
why it would be necessary to 
spend billions building a new 
airport either on the Isle of 
Grain or on an artificial island 
in the Thames estuary, when 
Kent has a ready-made facility 
at Manston. 

This airport can already 
cope with jumbo airliners; it 
has a dual carriageway road 
running alongside its southern 
boundary leading to the M2 
motorway and London, and 
the high-speed rail track 
from Ramsgate to London is 
only two miles away. 

East Kent MPs are always 
calling for more investment in 
Thanet, and with the imminent 
closure of Pfizer at Sandwich 
there will be hundreds of 
people looking for work. 

The alignment of Manston 
airport means that with the 
prevailing winds being from 
the south west, take-off flight 


paths would be mostly over 
countryside and with the latest 
technology of quieter airplane 
engines, landing flight paths 
would be mostly over the sea, 
and less of an intrusion on the 
eastern borders. 

What an opportunity this 
would be to inject some life 
into the area, and at far less 
cost than starting from scratch 
with fanciful ‘islands’ in the 
Thames estuary. Just look at 
the tourism opportunities - 
seaside, countryside, Canter¬ 
bury, Rochester, etc, all within 
an hour’s travel. 

We live about halfway 
between Manston and 
Heathrow or Gatwick, and I for 
one would be only too pleased 
to travel into the county 
instead of facing the M2 5 with 
all its traffic problems.

We must all 
defend seas 

I WOULD urge your readers 
(and all of our local politicians) 


to ensure they are fully aware 
of Defra’s plans for our local 
seas to become Marine 
Conservation Zones (MCZs) 
under the Marine and Coastal 
Act 2009. 

The proposal states quite 
innocuously: “If the zones go 
on to be given protected status 
following a public consultation 
it could lead to restrictions 
being placed on the activities 
permitted on the site.” 

I am afraid the risk is much 
more serious than that. If the 
MCZs are established there 
will be no fishing allowed 
there and all other seaborne 
activities will be affected, too. 

I believe these proposals are 
the result of governmental 
failure to address the problem 
of EU-imposed fishing catch 
quotas and the resultant 
wasteful discard of perfectly 
good fish from commercial 
fishing boats. 

Instead of dealing with the 
real issue, there is to be a 
Defra-led focus on recreational 
anglers (a much easier target) 
in order to ‘protect our fish 


stocks’ by imposing MCZs. 

This is gesture politics at its 
worst and is frankly laughable. 

I doubt if the total catch 
made by every single recrea¬ 
tional angler in the entire 
country on a typical day 
would equal one single haul of 
a super trawler’s nets. 

Deal to Dover, Dover to 
Folkestone, and all of Hythe 
Bay, are on the list to become 
MCZs, potentially within the 
next two years. This would 
make virtually the entire area 
off limits for recreational 
fishing. 

The imposition of MCZs will 
impact not just on fishing, but 
also on pleasure boating and 
even recreational kayaking. 

Recent TV reports from 
existing trial areas showed 
that it is even against the law 
just to drop anchor in an MCZ 
never mind to fish there. 

The potential impact on 
our local economy is massive. 
The sea is not some kind of 
static aquarium, it is a living, 
working environment that 
directly and indirectly 


supports many hundreds of 
local jobs and provides 
relaxation and hobby 
opportunities for thousands. 

We need to protect it and 
respect it, but this is not the 
way to do so. 

If readers really want to 
defend our seas, they should 
make sure that they let the 
politicians know how they feel.

The euro is doomed, says 
former Tdry MP Arnold 


Jacques Arnold, who was a speaker at KOS Media’s 
recent Business Week Live 2011, was Tory MP for 
Gravesham for 10 years until 1997, when he was 
also a member of the Treasury Select Committee. 
Before joining the House of Commons he set up and 
ran companies in Latin America and has since 
returned to the world of business. Here he shares 
his thoughts with Nick Ames on the state of the 
economy and the problems facing the eurozone. 



T HE Autumn State¬ 
ment by the Chancel¬ 
lor of the Exchequer 
George Osborne last 
Tuesday revealed the 
awful scale of our predicament. 

Throughout the years since 
the millennium, the West has 
lived way beyond its means, 
financed for government and 
individuals by borrowing - 
from the Chinese trade and 
Arab oil surpluses, and from 
the pension funds. 

It was a complete illusion. 
Former prime minister Gor¬ 
don Brown told us he had abol¬ 
ished ‘boom and bust’. At the 
height of the boom he was 
borrowing £30 billion a year, 
splashing out on state sector 
pay, Blair’s wars and every 
manner of welcome facilities - 
schools, hospitals and so on. 

Over 13 years he built in a 
base spending load we cannot 
afford, and if you add the costs 
of the inevitable bust - reduced 
tax revenues and increased 
social-security costs - you end 
up with the whopping deficit 
we are faced with. 

It has fallen to Mr Osborne to 
delicately unravel this unaf¬ 
fordable structure before the 
roof falls in. Our annual deficit 
in government spending, 
where for every four pounds 
spent, one is borrowed, is up 
there with Greece, Ireland, 
Portugal and Italy, and we are 
potentially in danger of suffer¬ 
ing the same fate. 

The Chancellor’s ‘Plan A’ 
has convinced the markets, 
who are holding fire for the 
present. The cutbacks being 
made are inevitably unpopular 
with those they affect, and the 
recent public-sector workers’ 
strikes underline that. 

We should all pause to think 
about what would happen 
were George Osborne’s budgets 
not to convince the markets; 
interest rates rising to Italian 
levels (8 per cent and rising), 
hitting our mortgages and 
businesses’ borrowing costs, let 
alone the cost of the national 
debt mountain. 

The pain would far exceed 
that caused by the cutbacks 
being carried through. 

And that even presupposes 
that we would be able to finance 
the debt, and not go bust. 
Fortunately for us, we did 


not join the euro. William 
Hague’s ‘Save the Pound’ 
campaign in 2001, striking a 
chord with public sentiment, 
convinced that arch euro fan¬ 
atic Tony Blair that it was too 
electorally dangerous to join. 

That, combined with Gordon 
Brown’s determination not to 
go along with Tony’s desires, 
saved the pound. Originally 
called ‘Little Englanders’, the 
campaigners against joining 
have proved far-sighted. 

We have been free to set our 
own economic and financial 
policies. The pound daily finds 
its own level to reflect our rela¬ 
tive performance - the pressures 
allowed to express themselves 
in the pound’s exchange rate. 

The countries of the euro, by

contrast, have stopped up the 
pressure valves, and over the 
10 years’ lifetime of the euro, 
the pressures have now built 
up to extraordinarily danger¬ 
ous levels, with no means of 
relieving themselves. 

The Continentals indeed find 
themselves in a burning house 
without exits. The euro was a 
house built on political ideal¬ 
ism where economic reality 
was dismissed as a distraction. 

Economic reality has come 
back to bite them. 

The euro is doomed, with all 
attempts at bailouts and rescue 
funds destined to fail. 

The Germans - the only 
nation to have benefited from 
the euro by having their ex¬ 
change rate held down (a 


deutschmark would have 
soared away) enabling them to 
export and achieve a boom - 
are refusing to finance such 
arrangements, or even to allow 
European institutions to do so. 

Even if they did, they would 
be merely sticking a plaster on 
the wound and not addressing 
the underlying illness; the euro 
flies in the face of economics 
and could only be sustained by 
an undemocratic central oligar¬ 
chy, which contradicts the Eu¬ 
ropean nations’ modern demo¬ 
cratic and cultural traditions, 
and their economic needs. 

Far better for them to work 
to divide up the eurozone into 
separate currencies, reflecting 
the economic realities of each, 
many of which would involve a 
return to national currencies. 

For instance, a new Greek 
drachma, upon being launched 
at an exchange rate of one 
drachma equalling one euro, 
would promptly devalue by 
between 40 and 60 per cent. 
Their national debt, denomi¬ 
nated in the new drachma, 
would be similarly devalued. 

What difference would that 
make to the ‘haircut’ of 40-60 
per cent currently proposed 
under the euro rescue plan? At 
least it would result in Greece 
again becoming competitive, 
able to export and to attract the 
tourist trade to their wonderful 
country. 

The woes of the eurozone 
have attracted the world’s at¬ 
tention. It has given Britain 
breathing space to carry 
through the plan to get our 
government spending, and na¬ 
tional debt, back under control 
after Labour’s spending binge. 

George Osborne’s budget 
plan for now has won the con¬ 
fidence of the markets, even to 
the extent of sterling showing 
signs of acting as a reserve cur¬ 
rency, exemplified by the fact 
British borrowing costs have 
now fallen below the Germans’. 

This may not last for long, so 
we must grit our teeth and 
carry it through, supported 
by the detailed measures to 
help business and job creation 
detailed in the Autumn State¬ 
ment. It is a sobering thought 
that if the euro fanatics take 
their currency over the brink to 
catastrophe, our task will be 
made infinitely more difficult.

Consider tuition fees an investment 


MUCH has been written about the Government’s 
decision to allow the trebling of university 
tuition fees to a maximum of £9,000 per year. 

With all the angry headlines, protests and 
political in-fighting which followed last year’s 
controversial announcement, it is understand¬ 
able that some young people may have been put 
off applying for university. 

But as one of the largest further- and higher- 
education and training providers in the South 
East, MidKent College is keen to inform young 
people everywhere of the facts before making 
such an important decision. 

“The scariest thing I’ve heard recently was 
from a student who told me he wanted to go to 
university but couldn’t because his dad told him 
he couldn’t afford the debt,” said college careers 
adviser Matt Bannister. 

“There are so many things wrong with that, 
one of which is that young people should have a 
say in whether or not an investment in univer¬ 
sity education is worth it in the long run. 

“Parents will understandably want to help 
their children out with their finances, but 
paying back the loan is ultimately the student’s 
responsibility and it is important everyone 
understands exactly how the new system 


works before any decisions are made.” 

From September 2012, universities in Eng¬ 
land will be allowed to charge up to £9,000 per 
year for undergraduate courses, raising the cap 
from its current level of £3,3 7 5. 

However, the fees will not have to be paid up¬ 
front and will instead be repaid by the student 
once they graduate and begin working. 

The threshold at which graduates have to 
start paying back their loans is currently set 
at £15,000, but this will increase to £21,000 
under the new system. 

Each month, graduates will pay back 9 per 
cent of their income above that threshold, plus a 
subsidised interest rate calculated by salary. 

Mr Bannister said: “Whether or not the new 
system is fair is open to debate, but what stu¬ 
dents need to ask themselves is if this is a long¬ 
term investment they are willing to take, and if it 
is worth their while. 

“The word ‘debt’ is very emotive, and rightly 
so given the current economic climate. 

“However, a student loan needs to be seen as 
an investment, and young people need to think 
carefully about what sort of return they are 
likely to get. 

“The earning potential for graduates is still 


greater than for non-graduates, and for some 
people the life experience and self-fulfilment 
gained from going to university will also make 
the cost worthwhile.” 

There are ways to reduce the cost of higher ed¬ 
ucation. MidKent College offers a wide range of 
higher-education courses for those who decide 
that the traditional university route is not for 
them, or who require extra qualifications before 
enrolling on a full degree course. 

Areas in which the college offers Higher 
National Diplomas (HNDs) and/or foundation 
degrees include applied chemistry, business, 
building and civil engineering, information tech¬ 
nology, engineering, qualifying to teach in the 
life-long learning sector, and childhood studies.

Climate change project helps girls 
into maths and science careers 


A science, engineering and 
math project run by the Univer¬ 
sity of Greenwich at Medway, 
and Walderslade Girls’ School in 
Medway, has been highlighted 
by the Royal Society. 

The climate change project 
was run by Dr Nichola Coleman, 
senior lecturer in materials at 
the university’s school of sci¬ 
ence and Susana Tomaz, head 
of science at Walderslade Girls’ 
School. They were helped by a 
postgraduate research student 
from Greenwich, Nina Hughes. 


Pupils designed, built and 
tested a prototype wind turbine 
that would light an LED light 
and demonstrate technology 
which could theoretically be 
used to build a wind farm to 
power Walderslade village. 

They also looked at the best 
location for wind turbines, how 
much it would cost, and com¬ 
pared it with the large offshore 
windfarm near Whitstable. 

Using recycled materials and 
solar motors and LEDs, funded 
by the Royal Society, the pupils 


also built and tested water tur¬ 
bines and solar powered cars. 

Dr Nichola Coleman said: “The 
Royal Society, Medway Council, 
and the Science, Technology, 
Engineering and Mathematics 
Network have highlighted this 
project as an example for part¬ 
nerships between higher, sec¬ 
ondary and primary education. 
The aim is to apply scientific 
skills to real world challenges 
and promote careers in science, 
technology, engineering and 
mathematics to girls.”

Neal Foster 


Producer’s success 
is all ancient history 

Neal Foster has taken the Horrible Histories 
books of Terry Deary and tranformed them 
into a new work of art, as Joe Bill discovered

P ARENTS across the UK will be 
forever indebted to the Horrible 
Histories books that have been a 
vital tool in the struggle to get 
youngsters both reading and 
interested in the past. 

Just last month the Horrible Histories live 
stage show performed to 40,000 Mancunians 
in just a seven-day stint. 

The story of how it turned from a much-loved 
book to one of the most highly-rated children’s 
stage productions starts with Neal Foster. 

He said: “I attended Warwick University for 
about seven weeks, which was enough for me, 
so I left to go to drama school. 

“I went to the Bristol Old Vic Theatre School, 
and from there I decided I wanted to set up and 
work full-time for my own theatre company, 
which at that point I called Endless Theatre.” 

This developed into what we now know as 
the Birmingham Stage Company. “It is still 
effectively the same company I set up in the 80s 
but just with a name change,” said Foster, 45. 

Almost 20 years ago, down a back alley in 
Birmingham, Foster came across the famous 
Birmingham Old Rep Theatre. Previously a 
powerhouse of British theatre showing off the 
talents of Sir Laurence Olivier and Sir Barry 
Jackson, the Old Rep had become a little 
neglected and largely unused. 

“It was empty for five months of the year. 

We looked at filling all of the slots that were 
not being used, and luckily that included the 
Christmas period, which is unusual,” said Foster. 

But with no money to start creating shows 
and filling seats, Foster decided to take matters 
into his own hands, as he explains... 

“Our first major production was to be 
Chekhov’s The Seagull. So to raise funds I just 
decided I would see if I could do some 
interesting live interviews on stage. I decided to 
walk around the West End in London grabbing 
as many famous actors I could find as they 
made their way into the theatres.” 

It must have been Foster’s lucky day as the 
list of stars he managed to sign up would not 
have looked out of place at the Oscars. 

He said: “I ended up securing help from some 
of our best actors, including Dustin Hoffman, 
Jack Lemmon, Derek Jacobi, Peter O’Toole, 
Dame Judi Dench and Sir Ian McKellen. 

“I literally just went up and asked them. I said 
I was trying to make money to start up a show, 
and whether they would let me interview them 
on stage. Almost without exception they just 
pulled out their diaries and said ‘When do you 
want to do it?’. 

“They are a fantastic credit to the industry. It

shows how willing to help the top actors are, for 
someone right at the beginning of their career. 

“They all had to start somewhere and Dustin 
Hoffman said he recognised himself in me and 
wanted to help.” 

From the live interview shows, Endless 
Theatre raised enough money to put on The 
Seagull and continued on its journey. 

In 1992, the group changed its name and the 
Birmingham Stage Company was born, having 
stayed in residence at the Old Rep Theatre. 

The BSC now tours throughout the UK and 
abroad - but is has been far from plain sailing. 

Foster said: “It’s funny when you have a 
success; from the outside it looks like you have 
had a straight line. It is only when you’re involved 
you know how up and down it has been. 

“We have had plenty of near-misses when the 
whole company has been in jeopardy, but we 


have always been fortunate that just at the 
moment we are going to lose an arm and leg 
we get a lift with another show that has 
worked. It has been a real roller-coaster.” 

And next month Horrible Histories’ Terrible 
Tudors and Vile Victorians head to the 
Assembly Hall Theatre in Tunbridge Wells with 
an impressive reputation. 

Foster said: “It was during the Christmas runs 
that we decided to concentrate on theatre for 
children, something that was different to a lot of 
other theatres in Birmingham, 

“We have always done adult shows and will 
continue to do so, but you could say we have 
become specialist in kids’ shows... and that 
ended up with us producing Horrible Histories. 

“We had an idea of what we wanted, so we 
contacted the author of the books, Terry Deary, 
to see if it would work on stage. That was the 
beginning of the almost life-long romance.” 

The BBC had also shown interest in 
producing the Horrible Histories show, but after 
it decided not to proceed, Foster and the BSC 
seized their opportunity with both hands. 

“It was Terry who wrote the Tudors and 
Victorians show for next year - then it comes to 
rehearsals and we play with it and have a bit of 
discussion and it is really effective. 

“Our secret weapon, and quite 
groundbreaking in theatre, is that our set is a 
video screen and in the second half it becomes 
3D. For example when the Spanish Armada 
attack, they fire canonballs into the audience.” 

The show will head to 40 venues around the 
UK in the coming months, and there have been 
calls for it to appear in New York and even Dubai. 

“They are full of fun, jokes and humour, but 
at the same time lots of facts and historical 
stories,” said Foster. “It is among the best 
reaction to a kids’ show I have ever seen - it is 
like being in a pop concert by the end.” 

Foster, himself a widely-experienced West 
End stage actor, will be taking part as Henry 
VIII in the current show, but he also has one 
eye on the next production. 

He said: “Just like the books - we have Barmy 
Britain planned for the West End next year. 
Terry and I are writing that one at the moment 
and it should be a lot of fun. ” 

With the Ruthless Romans and Awesome 
Egyptians having already graced the Assembly 
Hall Theatre stage, the Terrible Tudors and Vile 
Victorians should also go down in history.

Affordable housing deal to 
boost construction in Kent

THE construction industry in Kent is set for a 
boost after the announcement of a four-year 
agreement between the Homes and Communities 
Agency (HCA) and Sanctuary Group. 

Following a cash injection of more than 
£14 million from the HCA, Sanctuary will invest 
£100m in the East and South East, constructing 
some 750 affordable homes for those on the 
housing-needs list and subsequently creating job 
and training opportunities. Kent has been 
earmarked for 208 of the new homes. 

Sanctuary will use the HCA’s considerable 
cash injection to deliver a range of rented and 
shared-ownership accommodation to meet 
locally-identified needs and priorities, including 
extra care apartments, supported schemes, 
rural housing and large family homes. 

The agreement forms part of the HCA’s 
Affordable Homes Programme, which is set to 
deliver 80,000 new affordable homes across 
England by 2015. 

HCA executive director Terry Fuller said: 

“The HCA is delighted the Sanctuary Group has 
agreed a contract to deliver a large number of 
new affordable homes in the area. 

“We will be working closely with all our 
partners delivering homes to ensure they meet 
the needs of local people.” 

Peter Martin, Sanctuary Group director for

development, said: “We are delighted with this 
allocation from the HCA, which will allow us to 
deliver much-needed affordable homes for local 
people. With housing waiting lists at an all-time 
high, we aim to start building at the earliest 
opportunity.” 

Across the HCA’s East and South East 
operating area, the HCA is investing more than 
£229m to deliver about 14,000 homes through 
the Affordable Homes Programme over the next 
four years. 

The programme is being delivered alongside 
the HCA’s work with local authorities to 
support priority projects and the Economic 
Assets Programme, which has been set up to 
manage the disposal of assets transferred from 
Regional Development Agencies.

CONTROVERSIAL motoring gum Jeremy 
Clarkson made headlines with his views on the 
public sector strike, but he was on more familiar 
ground shortly afterwards for his verdict on the 
new Range Rover Evoque. 

Land Rover’s new baby had just won the 
Top Gear Car of the Year awards outright as 
well as the SUV section, with TV star Clarkson 
then declaring it was his favourite new car of 
the year:

The mag’s editor-in-chief Charlie Turner 
said: “Judging the Top Gear Magazine cars of 
the year takes a lot of time, coffee and shouting. 

“But, strangely, when it came to choosing 
the overall winner, the yelling softened to 
agreement. Universal approval from the most 
opinionated minds in the industry is almost 
unheard of. Which gives you some idea of just 
how good the Range Rover Evoque, Top Gear’s 
2011 Car of the Year, really is.” 

The Range Rover Evoque has been on sale in 
the UK since September, and is available as a 
five door or coupe, with a number of engine 
and transmission combinations and a high 
level of personalisation/customisation with 
three distinct design themes and many options, 
accessories and colour choice. 

Industry recognition has also been impres¬ 
sive: Euro NCAP has awarded its maximum 
five-star safety rating, while valuation gurus at 
Glass’s and CAP have predicted outstanding 
residuals when the car hits the used car market.

Swedish misson to Mars

DON’T get me wrong, I’m all in favour of 
eco-friendly cars. 

But I sometimes feel that, while boasting of 
how low the C02 emissions, fuel consumption 
and tax penalties are, manufacturers forget 
that you must live with the car. 

So I admit to some concern when one of 
Volvo’s lean and green DRIVe models arrived 
for our test wearing the tagline, “119g/km 
C02 emissions and 929 miles on one tank” on 
its flanks. 

All lovely and eco, but what must you put 
up with to get such laudable environmental 
plaudits? 

Usually it’s suspect handling on fuel-saving 
tyres and gear ratios biased unrealistically 
towards the same end. 

However, I was pleasantly surprised by our 
sleek looking V60 estate DRIVe. It looks like 
brasher models in the line-up, but cannot 
match them for sharpness or performance, yet 
Volvo has done a good job in cutting down on 
the compromises normally made in order to 
don the green halo. 

A key point for me as I drove car one 
morning from one side of Kent to the other, 
was the effortless comfort the car offers. 

It makes you think that if you are going to 
embark on the motoring equivalent of a 
mission to Mars - making use of that 
phenomenal 900-plus miles range - then this is 
the car to travel in. 

Like the spacecraft you would need for the 
Mars trip, the DRIVe’s l,560cc 114bhp diesel 
has fairly leisurely acceleration to its cruising 
speed, but once there it gobbles up the miles, 
smoothly, efficiently and frugally, aided and 
abetted by typically well-designed and 
supportive seats. 

With CO 2 emissions of just 119 g/km it also

Volvo, with idiot-proof heating and ventilation 
controls using the now familiar outline of a 
human body to help you decide where you 
want the air to be directed. 

There is a decent screen in the dash to allow 
easy control of media, sat nav and so on, 
though there are also handy switches for the 
cruise control, sounds etc on the steering wheel. 

The quality and apparent durability of 
everything to hand is top notch and enlivened 
by chrome highlights and brushed alloy. 

The six-speed gearbox feels light and easy 
and the start/stop system is one of the best I’ve 
encountered, though some might criticise the 
steering for being too light even though this car 
that won’t be bought to be hurtled into corners. 

Hot news for some will be that Volvo’s 
Powershift dual-clutch automatic gearbox is 
also now available on the V60 DRIVe, 
delivering the same fuel economy and emissions 
as the class-leading manual version.

Kent weigh up 
World Cup bid 

SERIOUS consideration is being given at Kent to 
submit a bid to host World Cup games when the 
2019 tournament is held in England. 

The comprehensive redevelopment which has 
taken place over the last 15 months has seen 
the St Lawrence Ground given a 'C' rating by the 
England and Wales Cricket Board. It means the 
club's Canterbury headquarters are eligible to 
host neutral One Day Internationals. 

Kent decided against attempting to gain a 
higher category, which would see them able to 
host higher profile games, due to the level of 
investment required and the intensity of compe¬ 
tition with other grounds in the country. Instead 
the ground has the room to accommodate extra 
seating temporarily for big games. 

St Lawrence hosted England's group game 
against Kenya in 1999, the last time the World 
Cup was held in this country and Jamie Clifford, 
Kent's chief executive, is keen to be part of the 
competition again when bidding opens. 

He said: "With these grass banks we have the 
ability to increase our capacity to secure games. 
The World Cup is coming to England so the ob¬ 
jective must be to get some games during that, 
in terms of our international aspirations. 

"I think with our general ground improve¬ 
ments and the ability to bring in extra seating 
I'm hopeful we could mount a serious bid to try 
and get some World Cup games." 

The last One Day International held at the 
ground was in 2005, when Australia beat Bang¬ 
ladesh.

THE tale of a sportsman overcoming cancer and 
returning to elite competition sounds like the 
plot of a Hollywood film, but Benn Barham is 
looking to finish a turbulent 15 months with a 
real life happy ending next week. 

Last October, the Tenterden professional visited 
the doctor complaining of stomach pains, which 
turned out to be a kidney tumour. Fortunately de¬ 
tected early, it was quickly removed and followed 
by a lengthy period of recuperation. 

Remarkably, Barham was back competing on 
the European Challenge Tour by April. The 35- 
year-old immediately found consistency, mak¬ 
ing 15 of his first 16 cuts on tour. Despite miss¬ 
ing the opening months of the season a place in 
the top 20 on the order of merit, which guaran¬ 
tees a European Tour card for next year, looked 
a genuine possibility. 

But the schedule had taken its toll and the re¬ 
sults dried up in the final weeks of the season for 
a tiring Barham, who slipped out of contention 
and finished the year 51st in the rankings. 

It left him facing qualifying school as the only 
avenue left to regain a place on the European 
Tour. 

The multi-layered process is notoriously com¬ 
petitive, but Barham went to Spain last week for 
the penultimate round just after receiving the 
results of a scan 12 months on from the opera¬ 
tion. 

“I had the results for it on the Wednesday be¬ 
fore I left. It was a nice little boost, the fact that 
everything’s OK and going well,” he said. 

“It’s routine, every six months, but as the date 
of the result gets closer and closer you can’t help 
thinking, what if it’s not good news? That’s only 
human to worry a little bit, so it was a relief to 
get the good news.” 

It may not have been ideal preparation, but 


Barham played superbly, overcoming a heavy 
cold to finish fourth in his section at Las Colinas 
in Alicante. 

It comfortably guaranteed passage to the fi¬ 
nal stage, which begins on Saturday, with more 
than 150 players battling it out over six rounds. 
If Barham is in the top 30 on Thursday after¬ 
noon he will be back in the big time. 

The prize on offer - and the price of failure - 
can make even experienced campaigners buck¬ 
le, but the Chart Hills golfer is well placed to offer 
a sense of perspective. 

He said: “A lot of people tag it as a high pres¬ 
sure situation because of what’s at stake but I 
have to be honest, after the year I’ve had it’s not 
that much of a big deal. 

“I’m playing good golf and I’m enjoying it, I 
just hope my body can stand up to it.” 

Deal’s Francis McGuirk, who qualified for 


The Open Championship at Sandwich this year, 
and Maidstone’s Matt Ford are also in the field 
in Girona after negotiating the second stage last 
weekend. 

A hat-trick of Kent golfers fell by the wayside 
at the penultimate hurdle. Todd Adcock, from 
Tunbridge Wells, and Headcorn’s Jason Barnes 
missed out, along with Matt Haines, who en¬ 
dured an underwhelming season on the Euro¬ 
pean Tour this year. 

The Rochester & Cobham Park golfer, 22, 
vowed to learn from his mistakes and come back 
stronger next season on the Challenge Tour, 
where he enjoyed success after turning profes¬ 
sional last year. 

He said: “I know I can compete at this level. I 
will certainly work hard over the winter to make 
sure I keep improving and get back on the Euro¬ 
pean Tour in 2013 for good.”

Overall thrilled as marathon switch IndyCar contract expected shortly as 

pays off in style with Olympic place Conway considers options for 2012 


A DISTANCE runner is thank¬ 
ing his decision to step up to 
the marathon this year after 
becoming one of the first Brit¬ 
ish athletes to be selected for 
the London Olympics. 

Disappointing performances 
in training for the 5,000 metres 
forced Scott Overall to re¬ 
evaluate his position in May. 

The Blackheath & Bromley 
Harrier decided to try the mar¬ 
athon, adapting with remark¬ 
able ease. On his debut over 
the 26.2-mile Berlin course in 
September he finished in just 
under two hours 11 minutes, 
the fastest time by a British 
runner this year and inside the 
Olympic qualifying standard. 

It ensured Overall was duly 
confirmed in the British team 
for next August this week. The 
delighted 28-year-old admitted

the thought of making the Ol¬ 
ympic squad would have been 
very unlikely 12 months ago. 

“I would've said 'what do I 
need to do?'," he said. "I look 
back and think I've always had 
good results on the road. A few 
people were trying to nudge 


me towards the marathon 
about 18 months ago. 

"Even in hindsight I don't 
think I would've done it any 
sooner because I wanted 
to see what I could do on 
the track. I'm very grateful 
I switched to the marathon, 
though." 

Overall does not plan to run 
the full distance competitively 
again until the Games, instead 
focusing training on half 
marathons and staying clear of 
injuries. 

He said: "It's a fantastic 
achievement and I'm really 
happy but at the same time 
there's a long way to go and 
a lot of training to be done 
between now and then. It's 
important to be focused so I'm 
on the start line in London fit 
and healthy." 


MIKE Conway is optimistic of 
signing a new deal in the next 
fortnight which will keep him 
in IndyCar next year. 

His third season in the series 
began with great promise, 
including a maiden victory at 
Long Beach in April, but a fail¬ 
ure to qualify for the Indiana¬ 
polis 500 a month later began 
a disappointing slide down to 
finish 17th in the standings. 

Despite the issues, the 
28-year-old has had interest 
from several teams, including 
Andretti Autosport, for whom 
he drove this year. 

The Sevenoaks driver is 
pleased to have options on the 
table and is hoping to have a 
deal wrapped up this month. 

He said: "It's looking OK, 
a lot better than Last winter 
when we had to wait until Feb-

ruary. It would be nice to go 
into Christmas knowing what 
you'll be doing next year. 

"We are talking to Andretti 
and also keeping our options 
open in other areas. 

"I love IndyCar racing and liv¬ 
ing over there. I do miss a lot of 


the European circuits and the 
technology being used, but I'm 
enjoying it [in the States] and 
hopefully can stay there." 

Conway was awarded the 
Innes Ireland Trophy at the 
British Racing Drivers' Club 
Awards this week. The prize, 
won by Sir Stirling Moss last 
year, recognised his courage 
and sportsmanship in battling 
back from an horrific crash in 
May 2010. 

He went on to take part in 
a charity karting race along¬ 
side Jenson Button and David 
Coulthard held in memory of 
Dan Wheldon, the British driver 
killed in an IndyCar race in Las 
Vegas two months ago. 

Conway said: "It was sad 
to have the event in the first 
place but it was a great way to 
raise money."

Stoke’s visit has added spice 
for the Gills, with former Priest- 
field boss Tony Pulis returning 
in charge of the Potters. 

Hessenthaler played under 
the Welshman at the Gills for 
three seasons and the meticu¬ 
lous attention to detail from the 
era endured. 

“Tony had a big impact on 
me,” he said. “As a manager 
now you go back over the ones 
you played under and Tony 
was very organised. 

“On the training ground 
there were no stones unturned, 
he went through every player 
you’d be playing against in 
the build-up to a game. Every¬ 
thing was well organised. I’ve 
worked with good coaches and 
for me he was up there, with¬ 
out a doubt. 

“Tony was so organised that 
if there was a mistake in a game 
the player had no excuse be¬ 


cause you had been told about 
it and it had been drummed 
into you all week.” 

The game is expected to sell¬ 
out Priestfield, just as support¬ 
ers crammed into the ground 
three seasons ago for the club’s 
most recent third round tie 
against Premier League op¬ 
position. The 2-1 defeat to As¬ 
ton Villa was shown live on 
television, but despite the Gills 
knocking out League One sides 
Bournemouth and Leyton Ori¬ 
ent to boost hopes of a giant¬ 
killing, the Stoke game was not 
chosen by broadcasters this 
week as one of their selected 
games. 

The decision means the 
Gills miss out on a six-figure 
sum, but with a full house and 
prize money from the previous 
rounds it remains a lucrative 
run for the club, even if Stoke 
progress. 

Hessenthaler is hopeful 
some of the money will be 
made available to spend on 
strengthening the squad when 
the transfer window opens in 
January, improving the chanc¬ 
es of winning promotion from 
League Two. 

A striker remains top of his 
wish-list and the most obvious 
target is Jo Kuffour, who has 
scored five goals in eight league 
starts for the side on loan from 
Bristol Rovers. 

The 30-year-old’s deal ex¬ 
pires at the end of the month, 
but Hessenthaler is keen on se-

curing a long-term deal for the 
former Arsenal trainee. 

He said: “Jo would be avail¬ 
able for the [Stoke] game if we 
could get a deal done in Janu¬ 
ary, which would be tremen¬ 
dous. The chairman will talk 
and have negotiations with 
them pretty soon. 

“I think Jo’s been terrific. 
Every game he’s looked bright. 
Him and [Danny] Kedwell 


have a really good understand¬ 
ing and respect each other, so I 
think they will be a really good 
force if we can keep Jo, not just 
for this season but beyond.” 

Tickets for the game go on 
sale on Monday to season ticket 
holders and fans interested in 
going to next weekend’s game 
against Bristol Rovers. The re¬ 
mainder will be available from 
December 21.

The value of 
keeping quiet 

ONE of the best lines in the film 
American Beauty comes when 
Kevin Spacey is asked to describe what he 
does during a typical working day. 

"My job basically consists of masking 
my contempt for ..." he replies, before 
adding some colourful terminology we 
sadly can't reprint in a family publication. 

The ability to mask contempt for the 
imbecilic is a profoundly underrated qual¬ 
ity and is essential in the football industry. 

At Princes Park last Saturday there 
was an "incident" during Dartford's 3-1 
win over Dover Athletic, when the visiting 
entourage were abused by a small knot of 
away supporters. 

It was mentioned on BBC Radio Kent 
and a couple of websites and while it 
didn't sound pleasant, worse happens 
every week at grounds across the world. 

The overwhelming majority of support¬ 
ers from both sides generally created a 
better atmosphere than you’d ever get at 
a segregated Football League venue, so 
the wisest course of action would have 
been to ignore the muppets and start wor¬ 
rying about the next match. 

There were around 150 Dover fans at 
Princes Park and it's statistically impossi¬ 
ble to pick 150 people at random without 
selecting at Least a couple of idiots, so this 
was no big deal, or at least it wasn't until 
Dover posted a lengthy statement on their 
official website which revealed how angry 
chairman Jim Parmenter was with the 
"torrent of verbal abuse" he'd received. 

He was particularly wounded by a com¬ 
ment that he was "in it for the money" and 
once again felt compelled to defend his 
record. Parmenter's use of the term “mo¬ 
rons" was quite possibly accurate, but one 
of the few areas where his record might 
be questioned is in masking contempt for 
critics. 

Somebody should have told him to keep 
his counsel, instead of helping him pour oil 
on a fire that was nearly out. When he ap¬ 
pointed Nicky Forster as manager just two 
months ago I wrote in this column: “will 
the new manager get a season's grace be¬ 
fore another Vocal minority' start calling 
for his head after a few bad results?" 

Forster has now had a few bad results 
and Parmenter's response was to write: 

"The slating of players on the websites 
breeds lack of confidence on the pitch 
and lots of people delight in the negativity 
inbuilt within the psyche of too many of 
our supporters which, if not curbed, will 
eventually destroy the club." 

That sounded a bit melodramatic, but 
he at least ended on a positive note by 
paraphrasing JFK: "Think, ‘what can I do 
for my club.'" 

Parmenter could learn from Kennedy 
himself. A chairman needs to be a politi¬ 
cian and a statesman, not someone who 
gets defensive at the first sign of criticism. 

He needs to learn to mask his contempt 
and one final thing, steering clear 
of downtown Dallas wouldn’t be 
a bad idea.
